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The population of Sierra Madre will grow to 12,000 or more 
by 19S0, more schools will be needed and the city probably will 
have to install a complete system of sewers.

Mr. Bevington also predicted 
that many of the older areas 
in the city will disappear and 
be replaced by multi-housing 
units. 

To meet the problems created 
by an expanding population, 
Mr. Bevington pointed out that 
the city must plan ahead and 
should, whenever possible, meet 
its financial obligations on a 
pay-as-you-go basis. Tax ad¬ 
justments, he said, are far more 
economical than the issuance 
of bonds. 

“Your city government,” Mr. 
Bevington said, “is big busi¬ 
ness. The city spent more last 
year for material and wages 
than any other business in 
Sierra Madre. 

"Any time I’m not spending 
your money to the best advan¬ 
tage, then it’s time for me to 
get out.” 

Mr. Bevington also said that 
within five years the drainage 
problem in the canyon area 
may become critical and sewers 
will have to be installed. 

Sewers can be installed here 
any time the need arises, he 
explained, because of the trunk 
lines that presently run through 
the city. 

Mr. Skutt said the school 
population in Sierra Madre is 
approaching the 800 mark and 
that the city is just now feel¬ 
ing the full effects of the new 
housing development on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. east of Baldwin 
Ave. 

“All of the classrooms at the 
Sierra Mesa School are now in 
use,” Mr. Skutt said, “and in 
the near future we may have 
to transfer some of the stu¬ 
dents to the Sierra Madre 
School.” 

There presently is enough 
available land, Mr. Skutt said, 
to build new schools if the 
need arises. 

“Tests show,” he said, “that 
we are operating a rather mod¬ 
ern educalional program. The 
children who are graduated 
from our grade schools compare 
favorably with the national av¬ 
erage. 

"However, we are going to 
need some financial assistance 
rather quickly if we hope to 
maintain our schools at their 
present level.” 

Harry W. Elwood, editor and 
publisher of The News, dis¬ 
cussed some of the problems 
involved in producing a weekly 
newspaper.

The revolt 
was started by the high priest 
Mattathias, the Hasmonean, and 
continued under his son, the 
great commander, Judas Mac- 
cabee. Three years after the 
Temple had first been defiled, 
the Jewish soldiers victoriously 
entered Jerusalem and cleans¬ 
ed, repaired and rededicated 
the Temple in the year 164 
B C.E. 

They prepared to kindle the 
perpetual light, but discovered 
only a small case of unpolluted 
oil, with the seal of the High 
Priest unbroken as required. It 
was believed to be sufficient 
oil for only one day’s service, 
but it miraculously lasted for 
eight days, until olives were 
obtained and fresh oil was 
made. For the seven-branched 
Menorah, which had been tak¬ 
en by the enemy, they impro¬ 
vised spears which they set at 
the entrance of the Temple. 
Services were joyfully resumed 
with song, and psalms to God, 
the celebration continuing for 
eight days. 

This year, Chanukah begins 
on Friday, Dec. 9, at sundown 
and continues for eight days.

SHAKING PALSY 

Parkinsonism (shaking palsy) 
is a disabling illness which, in 
its advanced stages, is gener¬ 
ally characterized by muscular 
rigidity, bodily tremors, slow 
movement, abnormal postures, 
varying loss of automatic and 
associated movements, and im¬ 
mobility of the face. 

As one doctor observed of this 
last symptom, “When a patient 
with this disease tries to smile, 
his face looks like a mask 
cracking into a new position.” 
Although progressive in char¬ 
acter, the disease often appears 
to be stationary for many 
years. 

A muscular stiffness associ¬ 
ated with the disease, combined 
with the shaking, is respon¬ 
sible for the name "paralysis 
agitans,” which it is sometimes 
called. 

This description is unfortu¬ 
nate for two reasons. First of 
all, Parkinson’s disease is not 
paralytic. Secondly, and of 
more significance, the term 
frightens the patient needlessly. 

The disease was little known 
to the general public until 1950. 
when it was described at 
length in the Saturday Evening 
Post. 

Quite possibly, the disease re¬ 
mained more or less unknown 
through the years because it 
most often occurs in those over 
55 years old. 

The illness is of nalional eco¬ 
nomic significanec for it is a 
long-term, crippling disorder 
and at least 50 per cent of the 
patients find it impossible to 
be gainfully employed. 

Most physicians believe that 
death as a result of Parkinson¬ 
ism seems to be rare. 

The disability results in most 
cases from damage of one kind 
or another to a nerve junction 
at the base of the brain, a 
peanut - sized structure known 
as the basal ganglion, and to 
the brain stem. 

Various drugs have been de¬ 
veloped which help control the 
symptoms of the illness, espe¬ 
cially those of rigidity, tremor 
and lethargy.
